Tuesday's Vote Failed to Change the Slt- 

Fhankfort, Ky., Jan. 28.— The 
sixth ballot of the joint session of the 
Legislature was taken to-day. There 
was the same interested crowd pres- 
ent when the roll was called. A call 
of the roll showed 132 members pres- 
ent and voting. The following pairs 
were announced: Gross, Democrat, 
with Jones, Republican; Gilliam, Re- 
publican, with Swinford, Democrat. 
The sixth ballot resulted: Hunter, 
65; Blackburn, 56; Henry Watterson, 
9; John Young Brown, 1; Wilson, 1 
—total, 182. 

The sound money Democrats voted 
to day for Henry Watterson and are 
seemingly as far as ever from Black- 
burn. Representative Grider, Repub- 
lican, of Casey, was so deeply im- 
mersod in his correspondence that he 
voted for Blackburn. The crowd ap- 
plauded until Mr. Grider changed his 
vote to Hunter. Populist Poor's vote 
for John Young Brown was ap- 
plauded. 

The Assembly adjourned until 
noon to-morrow.

A LYNCHINCBEE. 



Monday night Conductor McCul- 
lough, a brother in law of Mr. Allan M. 
Wallis, of this city, was shot and seri- 
ously wounded by Alex Jones a 
negro desperado of West Virginia. 
Jones boarded McCullough's train, 
near Keystone, W. Va., in an intoxi- 
cated condition and was so boister- 
ous that the conductor threatened to 
eject him. This enraged the negro 
and he pulled two revolvers and com- 
menced firing promiscuously through 
the train. When the smoke cleared 
away it was found th it W. H. Stroth- 
er, postmaster at Elkhorn, W. Va., 
had been killed, Capt. McCullough 
had been shot in the side, and Peter 
Rice, col., had received a probable fa- 
tal wound in the breast. Jones was 
arrested and while on a train en route 
to Huntington for safe keeping a mob 
of 100 armed men, nagged the traiu 
at Hewphill, and took him in charge 
and swung him to a tree near by. 
His body was then riddled with bul- 
lets. Jones it is said had killed three 
men prior to his last offence. Con- 
ductor McCullough married Miss 
Annie Boose, of Lousville, a sister of 
Mrs. Allan M. Wallis, of this city, 
and is well known here. His injury 
may prove fatal.

W. A. Manila, tho export florist, who 
has mode many collections of the plant 
for various botanical societies, saya 
that it 1a to be found in only two apoU 
in the world— around Wilmington.

Strangely enough, a plant mcloaea!

A flesh die 
renders it exceedingly delicate, and 
furnishes another argument for the 
Vegetarian society. Darwin analyzed 
the juices of the trap and found that 
they resembled the gastric juices In an 
animal, giving an acid reaction and dis- 
solving rapidly small pieces of beef, 
cheese, etc. 

The muscles actuating the lids of the 
traps strongly resemble in their action 
those of a human being. By making an 
incision and dividing what seemed to 
answer for nerves In the stalk of the 
the trap the leaves became paralyzed 
and would not shut. These, facta appear 
to show that the Venus fly trap comes 
nearer to animal life than any form of 
vegetation known. 

Many scientists have studied tho 
plant and soy that It undoubtedly 
thrives on Juices of the slaughtered In- 
sects. Mr. Manila, who is an authority 
on the plant, Bays that the idea of the 
plant living thus te all nonsense, and 
claims that the insects are responsible 
for the killing of the plants The so- 
called gastric juice te, he says, nature's 
effort In behojf of the plant to get rid 
of the Intruder. He is unable to explain,
